WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.— 


Again the alien slacker bill has fallen 
by the wayside, but not through op- 
position this time. The house delayed 
action on the bill at the urgent re- 
Quest of the state department, and 
under the agreement that unless the de- 
partment hJLs within two weeks com- 
pleted treaties with the allied countries 
whereby subjects 
of those countries 


within the draft age can be caJled into 
service in countries where they now 
veside, the house will push the slacker 
bill to a finish. Apparently there io 
no disposition in either ytate depart- 
ment or congress to permit slackers 
to evade military service.. It is only 
a question of whether they shall be 
subject to treaty or to federal law. 
Mr. Flood, chairman of the committee 
on foreign affairs stated that the sec- 
rotary of state had tha.1. day informed 
him that the treaty with Canada was 
enirely completed and the one with 
Great Bi'itain had but a few woi-.ls to 
be adjusted and that no trouble was 
anticipated in securing treaties with 
Italy and France, as tbey were will- 
ing to enter into such agreements. Ac- 
tion by congress at this time, added 
Mr. Flood, might greatly embarrass or 
defeat the diplomatic relations now in 
progress of completion, Mr. Burnett, 
chairman of the naturalization com- 
mittee, agreed to the delay on agree- 
ment that unless the diplomatic nego- 
tiations were satisfactorily completed 
before Wednesday, Feb. 27, the slack- 
er bill should on that day be taken 
up in the, house and a vote be taken 
before other business should be con- 
sidered. New England has been the 
greatest sufferer through lack of an 
alien slacker bill, and 
Congressman 


Rogers of Ixjwell has "fathered" such 
a bill ever since the defects of the 
draft law and its injustice to New 
ICnfi-land manufacturing cities became 
evident last summer. Mr. liogers made 
no objection to the two weeks' de-

he advanced from poverty and obscur- 
ity to the high position he now holds. 
His father—so the story runs—was a 
little shopkeeper In the slums of Lon- 
don. 
But he was a man of advanced 


ideas and determined that his son 
should be educated and given a chance 
to rise above the lowly position to 
which he was born. Young Isaacs at

tie fellow ran away from school, went

However, his 
business often took him back to Bel- 
gium, where he represented American 
iirms for whom .he bought precious 
stones. 


He had a home in Brussels, too, liv- 
g almost across the street from Gen. 


Leman, the hero of Liege, who was re- 
leased by the Germans only the other 
day. 


Bogaert saw German soldiers wan- 


;only destroying homes in the vicinity 
of Liege and witnessed the nameless 
j-buses of women. But his most strilo 
ng experiences were in Louvain. He 
arrived there on Aug. 2,5, 1914, having 
a permit to come there to look after 
the welfare of some friends. Louvain 
was at that time occupied by about 10,- 
000 German troops. "When Bogaert got 
out at the railroad station, the streets 
were filled with 
soldiers, 
many of 


them draining wine from bottles they 
lad stolen. He saw a drunken officer, 
swaying in a doorway and muttering: 
Werdammte 
Schweinhund" — swina 


hounds, a favorite Prussian epithet. 


Along toward evening Bogaert 
said

ceive the heavy, sharp l^low of a Jean 
mixture explosion. New owners who 
do not make a readjustment after live 
hundred or a thousand miles are sim- 
ply blowing their money through the 
exhaust pipe, and at the same time 
sending up in. black smoke gasoline 
that might be used to push some other 
fellow's car around.

TIRES AND FROZEN ROADS 
1'Yo/cen ruts cannot always bo avoid- 


ed and may do considerable damage to 
tires. As tlie tire travels in the rut 
the side may rub against the frozen 
edges, and tho sides of a tire are not 
intended to stand such wear. 
They 


must be made flexible to pive resilien- 
cy to the tire, so that t!ic> wear-resist- 
ing rubber in tho tread is not suitable 
for sidewalls. 


But wear usually occurs on the side 


of the tire away from the, car. 
If the 


sidewalls of your tires are suffering, 
it is well to reverse them. 
Where they 


are badly snagged, 
is imperative 


that repairs be made at once. Rub- 
ber should be vulcanized over the worn 
spots to protect the fabric from mois- 
ture and disintegration. 
if 
this is 


done the normal service from the tires 
will not be greatly affected, but if the 
snags axe neglected, the tire is likely 
LO be ruined. — Milestones.

Visibility was good today 
in the

over the work of vocational education 
now being conducted in their respec- 
tive cities, 
combining 
both 
schools 


under one management. And that the 
expense ot 
operating1 
the 
combined 


schools should be borne equally by the 
commonwealth and by the respective 
cities in which they are located. 


It was first presented, formally, to 


representatives of the Bradford Dur- 
feo Textile school, although certain of 
the legislators from New Bedford had 
previously been requested, informally, 
to consider it. Justice James M. Mor- 
ton, Jr., of the United States district 
court, 
and Clerk Hopewell 
of 
the 


Bradford Durfee textile school, had a 
conference on Wednesday with ofHcials 
of the state board of education, and 
the plan was 
formally 
laid before 


them. 
They immediately rejected it, 


so far as the Fall River school was 
concerned. 
They said their school has 


received many grants of machinery, 
totalling more than $10,000, nearly all 


of which lias been given with the un- 
derstand ing that the school must re- 
main a school for the teaching1 of tex- 
tile practice. 
K the vocational work 


were to be taken on, they pointed out 
they would either have to return this 
machinery or use it in violation o£ 
the grant.

Mainly by lottery. Prizes are offer-

No regularly organized ones, as in 
Russia and Hungary. 


What are caution cards? 
Caution cards are posted In all pub- 


lic places in France and Germany. 
They are addressed mainly to soldiers 
and say: 
"Be careful. Watch your 


tongue. Remember, the ears of the 
enemy are listening. 
' 


Are all Americans in Germany in- 


terned? 
Not all. But those who are not 


interned are required to report to the 
police once a week. 


Are travelers searched if they seek 
to enter a country at war? 


Only those persons whose conduct, 


appearance or history have excited 
suspicion are searched by the officials 
of 
the allied countries. Germany is 


more strict, and few strangers escape 
being searched at the border. 
At 
Basel, however, an interurban electric 
line runs over the border from Swit- 
zerland into Germany. Many persons 
have business that requires them to 
make almost daily trips over the bor- 
der. The guards get to know them 
and they meet with little 
difficulty. 
Where the electric line crosses the 
boundary there is a huge gate. Here 
the motorman and conductor and all 
passengers are requested to alight and 
pass through on foot, each being ques- 
tioned or searched by the- guards. This 
formality being concluded, 
the 
car 


having also been searched, the motor- 
man is permitted to go back and bring 
the car over. The examination is con- 
ducted by both Swiss and German 
guards—the Swiss to prevent the car- 
rying of food out of Switzerland and 
the Germans to detect spies. 


I saw a reference in a paper the 


other day to the "underground rail- 
road" from Belgium to France. What 
is meant by that? 
By underground railroad is meant 


the same system of merciful co-opera- 
tion that existed in the United States 
before the Civil war to aid slaves to 
make their way into free 
territory. 
The Belgian underground railroad has 
for its purpose the helping of Belgian 
girls to escape German soldiers. 


What is meant by suspect list? . 
Suspect lists are made up of names 


of persons who are under suspicion, 
but who, for lack of evidence or other 
reasons, cannot be arrested. For in- 
stance, in Switzerland the Germans 
have thousands and the allies hun- 
dreds of secret service agents. Every 
stranger whose presence there cannot 
be accounted for. is watched by one 
side or the other, and sometimes by 
both. If his conduct or associations 
are such as to arouse the suspicion of 
one side or the other, his name goes 
on that side's "suspect list" He does 
not find this out, however, until he 
seeks to leave Switzerland. Switzer- 
land being neutral, he cannot be ar- 
rested, but any of the belligerent coun- 
tries can refuse to vise his passport. 
This makes him virtually a prisoner 
In Switzerland, as it is impossible -to 
cross any frontier 
without proper 
passport vise. There are hundreds of 
men in lust this fix In Switzerland. 
To them Switzerland is a prison with- 
out walls. 


With all the men in the war, who

Women 
and 
prisoners.

holds nearly 2,000,000 prisoners, mainly 
Russians.

The kaiser has six sons in the war.

Who is Frau Hofrat Becker? 
She is a Berlin woman who has 


won fame by establishing free day 
mrseries, where the wives and Widows 
of soldiers may leave their children 
when they go out to work. 


What can you tell me about the 
exchange of British and German pris- 
oners ? 
There are two sets of internment 


camps in Switzerland—one for wound- 
ed Germans who were taken prisoner 
by the British, and one for wounded 
British taken prisoner by the Germans. 
The men in these camps were chosen 
rom the prison camps of Germany 
and England.

ind to Germany. It frequently hap- 
lens that a train bearing repatriated 
Germans will pass a train bearing 
Snglishmen who have been held pris- 
mers in Germany. The work of ex- 
hange is very slow, however. All of 
he 2500 British prisoners now in the 
nternment camps in Switzerland were 
aken in 191* or the early part of 
915.

Why aren't the German women per- 


mittted to wear black in mourning for 
members of their family who have 
been killed in the war? 
The presence of large numbers or 


women in black will provide a key 
to the enormous losses the Germans 
have sustained, and would make more 
insistent the clamor for peace. The 
German government strives in every 
way to conceal .the number of killed 
from the people. 


Where does Germany get oil for its 


submarines? 
I hear their machinery 


must swim in oil to be effective. 


Rumania. The wells taken over af- 


ter the German occupation of Rumania 
provide not. only oil for submarines, 
but gasoline for airplanes and auto- 
mobiles. Had Rumania been 'able to 
repulse the Germans, the status of the 
war might be different today. 


Are British and French officers tak- 


en prisoners required to work in Ger- 
many? 
No. In the German caste system 


the officers form a class of supermen 
who must never soil their hands with 
manual labor. Hence, to permit even 
a prisoner of the officer class of an 
enemy nation to 
do " manual labor 


would, in the eyes of German militar- 
ists, react against the superior qual- 
ity of the German officer. 


Where do our toys come from, now 
tliat we are at war with Germany? 
In 1913 the United States imported 


toys valued at .$",500.000 from Ger- 
many. Last year the United States 
imported no toys from Germany, but 
American 
manufacturers 
exported 


$3,000;000 worth. This would indicate 
that America has captured the toy 
market. 


After prisoners are exchanged are 


they allowed to go back to the fight- 
ing? 
No. Thev may do clerical duty or 


work behind the lines, but they can- 
not take part in the fighting- 


Is it true that Germany's factories 
are working night and day manufac- 
turing articles to dump upon the world 
markets when the war is over? 


No 
Germany needs all 
her 
raw 
materials and 
energy 
in munition 


work. 
However, 
war 
needs 
have 


caused her to centralize all manufac- 
ture, and Germany as a nation now 
operates all the basic tools of produc- 
tion and the lines of distribution. If 
permitted, she will undoubtedly pro- 
duce and distribute as a nation after 
the war. And her great production 
and low costs will make her even a 
more forrmdabe competitor than be- 
fore the war. 


How does Germany restrict passen- 


ger traffic? 
Pares have been raised 100 per cent

for the Bed Cross 1 


Mainly by lottery. Prizes are offer- 


ed and chances ard sold all over the 
country. 


Are there women soldiers In Ger- 


many? : 


No regularly organized ones, as in 


Russia and Hungary. 


What are caution cards? 
Caution cards are posted In all pub- 


lic places in 1'Yance and, Germany. 
They are addressed mainly to soldiers 
and say: 
"Be careful. Watch your 


tongue. Remember, the ears of the 
enemy are listening. 


Are all Americans in Germany in- 


terned 'i 
Hot all. But those who are not 


interned are required to report to the 
police once a week. 


Ar§ travelers searched if they seek 


to enter a. country at war? 


Only those persons whoso conduct, 


appearance or history .have excited 
suspicion are searched by the officials 
of 
the allied countries. Germany is 


more strict, and few strangers escape 
being searched at the border. 
At 
Basel, however, an interurban electric 
lino runs over the border from Swit- 
zerland into Germany. Many persons 
have business that requires them to 
make almost daily trips over the bor- 
der. The guards get to know them 
and they meet with little 
difficulty. 


Where the electric line crosses the 
boundary there is a huge gate. Here 
the motorman and conductor and all 
passengers are requested to alight and 
pass through on foot, each being ques- 
tioned or searched by the guards. This 
formality being concluded, 
the 
car 


having also been searched, the motor- 
man is permitted 'to go back and bring 
the car over. The examination is con- 
ducted by both Swiss and 
German 


guards—the Swiss to prevent the car- 
rying of food out of Switzerland and 
the Germans to detect spies. 


I saw a reference in a paper the 


other day to the "underground rail- 
road" from Belgium to Prance. What 
is meant by that? 
By underground railroad is 
meant 


the same system of merciful co-opera- 
tion that existed in the United States 
before the Civil war to aid slaves to 
make their way into free 
territory. 


The Belgian underground railroad has 
for Its purpose the helping of Belgian 
girls to escape German scidiers. 


What is meant by suspect list? 
Suspect lists are made up of names 


of persons who are under suspicion, 
but who, for lack of evidence or other 
reasons, cannot be arrested. For in- 
stance, in Switzerland the 
Germans 


have thousands and the allies hun- 
dreds of secret service agents. Every 
stranger whose presence there cannot 
be accounted for is watched by one 
side or the other, aj.d sometimes by 
both. If his conduct or associations 
are such as to arouse the suspicion of 
one side or the other, his name goes 
ou that side's "suspect list." He does 
not flnd this out, however, until he 
seeks to leave Switzerland. Switzer- 
land being neutral, he cannot be ar- 
rested, but any of the belligerent coun- 
tries can refuse to vise his passport. 
This makes him virtually a prisoner 
in Switzerland, as it is impossible to 
cross 
any 
frontier 
without 
proper 


passport vise. There are hundreds of 
men in just-this fix In Switzerland. 
To them Switzerland is a prison with- 
out walls. 


With all the men in the war, who 


does the common labor in Germany? 
Women 
and 
prisoners. Germany 


holds nearly 2,000,000 prisoners, mainly 
Russians. 


Is 
Constanstine, former king of 


Greece, in Germany? 
At last accounts Constantino was in 


St. Moritz, Switzerland. 


How many sons has the kaiser in 


the war? Have they all escaped in- 
jury? 
The kaiser has Ell sons hi the war. 


All have escaped injury except Joach- 
im, who was slightly wounded. 


Who is Prau Hofrat Becker? 
She is a Berlin woman who has 


won fajne by establishing free day 
nurseries, where the wives and widows 
of soldiers may leave their children 
when they go out to work. 


What can you tell me about the 


exchange of British and German pris- 
oners? 
There are two sets of internment 


camps in Switzerland—one for wound- 
ed Germans who were taken prisoner 
hy the British, and one for wounded 
British takon prisoner by the Germans. 
The men in these camps were chosen 
from the prison camps of Germany 
and England. They were chosen by a 
commission of Swiss doctors, whose 
appointment was jointly concurred in 
by Germany and England. This com- 
mission goes to the prison camps in 
Germany and in England and selects 
the prisoners according to degree of 
disability a.nd length of term as pris- 
oners. They are then taken to the 
internment camps in Switzerland, and 
from there are returned to England 
and to Germany. It frequently hap- 
pens, that a train bearing repatriated 
Germans will pass a train bearing 
Englishmen who have been held pris- 
oners in Germany. The work of ex- 
change is very slow, however. All of 
the 2500 British prisoners now in the 
internment camps in Switzerland were 
taken in 1314 or the early part of 
1915. .

the lines there is a large area on which 
the armies are dally 
rehearsing for 


their attack on the allied front. 


There is apparently a definite plan 


and each division is assigned a certain 
duty. Doubtless the movements of the 
large array will be simultaneous so 
that bo far as possible the allied forces 
will bo overwhelmed by force of num- 
bers. There will be a barrage of ar- 
tillery, an infantry attack and then 
the gas throwers and the liquid lire 
hurlers will all be led to the onset in 
turn, each to strike as best they may 
in the general onslaught. 


Every advance 
that Germany has 


made on the western front was accom- 
plished by turning movements. One 
army or division would make a break 
in the allied lines, then another would 
strike at the weakest part of the line 
at a different point and the troops 
between would have to retire to avoid 
a turnin. movement. 


These tactics will be again attempt- 


ed but with what success is problem- 
atic. 


The German forces may far out- 


number those of the allies, but that is 
no proof that they will defeat them. 
The forces now defending the allied 
line are made up of better fighting 


* 
units than those that stopped the Ger- 
mans at the Marne in September, 1914. 
At that time the British forces in 
France were hot numerous and not for 
a year later had they learned to fight 
the Germans by the German method. 
During the year 1817, however, when- 
ever British forces fought on equal 
terms with the Germans they won vic- 
tory after victory. So it is today. 


The. Gorman troops when in the open 


can run in mass formation into cer- 
tain death, but while they are forced 
to do this by their commanders, it does 
not bring them victory. It is but a 
brutal sacrifice of men in the desperate 
hope of .winning a final victory. Mili- 
tary experts who have recently visited 
the western battlefront say that the 
allies can withstand any attack the 
Germans are likely to make upon them 
and that, the idea 
of 
overwhelming 


'them by force of numbers is prepos- 
terous. 


From German sources cornea a state- 


^inent to the effect that the Russian 
front must be defended in view of the 
unfriendly attitude of Trotzky and Le- 
niiie, who refused to accept the Ger- 
man peace terms at Brest Litovsk, 
That may be but a ruse to deceive the 
vrorld. Russia has been abandoned 
by these traitors now leading the so- 
called Bolsheviki. The nation is com- 
pletely at.the mercy of Germany, open 
to her exploitation and invasion when- 
ever she sees flt to pursue either. Just 
at present it is announced that she 
•Boy move north and capture Petro- 
grad which is defenseless. 


There is no doubt that she will at 


once set out to purchase all the food 
and supplies she can get in Russia. 
Her agreement with the Ukraine has 
a stipulation granting this right and 
forbidding any restriction upon export 
to Germany or the purchase o£ com- 
modities by German agents. 


After thus winning a triumph by in- 


trigue on the eastern front, she is 
about to play her last card on the 
west It is to be regretted that the 
American forces are not present in 
greater numbers but there is no fear 
that the men Who are there will give 
2. good account of themselves in battle. 


Military tactics would dictate the 


wisdom of an early attack 
of 
such 


proportions as would smash the Ger- 
man plan of campaign mapped out for 
her big drive which is said to be 
Elated for March. 


For the present, the ground is in 


very bad condition for any great move- 
ment of guns or troops, but a few 
weeks may bring a 
great 
change. 


There is more nervousness in this 
country over the 
approaching drive 


than was shown over any o£ the most 
critical battles fought since the begin- 
ning of the war. Germany is making 
such elaborate preparations that she 
appears to contemplate an attack of 
greater proportions than hitherto at- 
tempted. Hindenburg has said he will 
dine in Paris on April 1; but if he 
does it will cost him a million men. 
and even that will not bring victory 
to Germany. No military man who 
has examined the conditions on the 
western front, however, believes this 
possible. Germany is about to make 
a final dash against the strongest and 
best fighting force she has yet en- 
countered. There may be heavy losses 
on both sides, but in all probability 
Germa.ny will suffer the worst disaster 
Ehe has suffered in her effort to con- 
quer the world. If defeated In this 
drive she may abandon her idea of 
conquering the allies. 


the government. Oue of these is at 
tiaJtiinore and one in Now York; and 
the leaders of the organizations to 
which the strikers belong threaten to

This is practically taking the nation 


by the throat at a most critical mo- 
ment. Will the people stand it? We 
think not. While millions of 
young 


men from ail nuiks of life are drafted 
for service at nominal compensation, 
why do these mechanics suppose the 
government will tolerate their refusal 
to go on with work upon which the 
very existence of the nation depends? 
They should be promptly ordered back 
to work and let the government settle 
the wage question as it sees fit. 


In time of war the right of strike 


on government work Is abrogated as 
strikes may then become as injurious 
as the attacks of the enemy. 


Let it be understood that in time of 


war the government must of necessity 
exercise autocratic powers even in la- 
bor matters. Were it otherwise, the 
alien enemies would paralyze the gov- 
ernment with strikes. Until quite re- 
cently this has been one of. their favor- 
ite games for opposing our war opera- 
tions. Under the direction of Count 
Bernstorff and von Papan It was in 
flower. But a strike on government 
work led by an alien enemy is no worse 
than a strike of similar kind led by 
supposed American citizens. Both are 
in the nature of treason and should be 
so treated. 


All wage questions should be laid 


before the proper authorities and for 
the duration of the war their decision 
should be final. Our government will 
not adopt the German method of set- 
tling strikes unless it must. 


fuel will suflice. The government em- 
bargo is in a measure lifted, but the 
coal situation in New 
England 
still 


threatens the closing of some factories 
even among those engaged in govern- 
ment work. A few weeks will proba- 
bly restore normal conUilions. 


COL. 
GOETHALS' BIG PROGRAM 


Col. Goethals seems to have reached 


the right place at last. He will build 
great storehouses on the eastern coast 
from which food and other 
supplies 


can be shipped for the army in Europe. 
Unless these great storehouses are well 
guarded night and day they will be 
sought out for destruction by the Ger- 
man plotters. 


Col. 
Goethals has a mammoth pro- 


gram on hand and asks 
$100,000,000 


with an additional credit of half as 
much 
more. His plan contemplates 


great storehouses and snipping facili- 
ties at Norfolk. Vs., Charleston, S. C., 
Baltimore, 
Md., 
Philadelphia, 
Pa., 


Newark, N. J., Governors Island, N, T., 
and Boston. The sum of $10,700,000 
for docks and storehouses is asked for 
Boston alone, which will be a welcome 
improvement to this growing port. It 
will require some time and a great 
number of men to erect these store- 
houses, but with Col. Goethals at the 
head, the work will not drag.

"modern 
discoveries" 
which 
hav 
produced the triumph of surgery an 
medicine in the world war. Th 
armies in the present wttr have bee; 
the healthiest in liistory. 


The treatment of tho wounded ha 


resulted in approximately nine cure 
out of every 10 cases, and 40 pe 
cent of the victims have been s 
thoroughly restored that they hay 
returned to the fighting front. An 
other 40 per cent have been able ti 
remain in the armies far 
back • o 
the line work. 


But contrary to popular 
impress 
sions there have been no "scientific 
miracles," no startling 
discoveries 


no wonderful new drugs and not a 
single new major operation. 


The wounds inflicted in the pres- 


ent war are the most difficult ever 
encountered by surgery. The lacer- 
ations 
from 
hand grenades, 
shell 
fragments. 
shrapnel, 
bayonet 
oi 


trench knife, no less than gas pois- 


i oning and burns from liquid fire, are 
infinitely more dangerous and trou- 
blesome to the surgeon than the 
comparatively clean-drilled wound of 
former wars. 


Another difficulty 
of the 
present 


war has been the infectious charac- 
ter of tho soil of northern Prance. 
Civilized, cropped and manured 
for 


centuries, the soil of northern France 
literally swarms with germs 
espe- 


cially the 'germ of lockjaw. 


The story of how these difficulties 
have been overcome shows that there 
have been no "miracles," but just one 
great miracle of organization and 
devoted service by doctors, nurses 
ambulance 
drivers, 
bacteriologists 
and the thousands who .have built up 
the great system for salvaging tho 
human wreckage of the battle fronts 


The whole secret of the modern 
system is speed. 
The instant re- 


moval of the 
wounded 
and 
their

At that time the British forces 
in 


France were not numerous and not for 
a year later had they learned to fight 
the Germans by the German method. 
During the year 1917, however, when- 
ever British forces' fought on 
equal 


terms with the Germans they won vic- 
tory after victory. So it is today. 


The German troops when in the open 


can run in mass formation into cer- 
tain death, but while they are forced 
to do this by their commanders, it does 
not bring them victory. It is but a 


* brutal sacrifice of men in the desperate 


"hope of winning a final victory. Mili- 
larj "experts who have recently visited 
the western battlefront say that the 
alncs can withstand -any attack the 
Germans are likely to make upon tnem 
and that the idea 
of overwhelming 


them by force of numbers is prepos- 
terous. 


From German sources comes a state- 


ment to the effect that the Russian 
front must be defended in view of the 
unfriendly attitude of Trotsky ajid L-e- 
hine, who refused t.o accept the Ger- 
man peace terms at Brest Litovsk. 
That may be but a ruse to deceive the 
world. Russia has been abandoned 
by these traitors now leading the so- 
called Bolshevik!. The nation is com- 
pletely at the mercj' of Germany, open 
to her exploitation and invasion when- 
ever she sees fit to pursue either. Just 
at present it is announced that she 
may move north and capture Petro- 
grad, which is defenseless.
